WILLIAM HOWARD BRETT, 1846-1918 

We little thought when Mr. Brett, last 
July, promised us his picture for our series 
of librarians, that before this issue of the 
Bulletin of Bibliography could appear, his 
life work would be closed. Simple in tastes, 
easily approachable, and dearly beloved by 
all fortunate enough to have become ac- 
quainted with him, his untimely end will 
bring a personal loss home to a very large 
number. 

His work since 1884 as chief librarian of the 
Cleveland Public Library is too well known 
to need description here. The extraordinary 
development of that library system under 
his guiding hand is sufficient monument for 
any man. In the meetings of the American 
Library Association, Mr. Brett was always 
a helpful and wise counsellor and in 1897 
served as president. Although over seventy 
years of age, he had entered into the Library 
War Service like a young man, taking active 
charge of the dispatch office at Newport 


News last spring. With three sons and a 
son-in-law in the country’s service, from a 
patriotic citizen’s standpoint, he certainly 
was to be envied. 

The work he did will make a lasting mark 
on the city of Cleveland and the state of 
Ohio, as well as among all who are interested 
in the development of libraries throughout 
the country. But the gentle, loving, kindly 
gentleman, always ready to assist, to help 
make life’s problems easier, is a remembrance 
we shall always cherish. There are few 
such men and their loss is doubly felt.

First size — now price, increases. We have been 
recording these many moons the gradual change of the 
“standard size” of magazines from octavo to quarto. 
Now the increase in price has set in and many are the 
magazines which are catching this new “‘influenza.” 

In September World’s Work went to $4.00, while in 
October we note among the prominent periodicals to 
raise subscriptions: Ladies’ Home Journal (to $1.75), 
Saturday Evening Post (to $2.00), Literary Digest 
(to $4.00). Woman's Home Companion, John 


Martin's Book, Modern Priscilla, and Bookman also 
went a bit higher. In November, Scientific American,

House Beautiful, McClure’s, New Republic, and Theatre 
are among those raising their rates, and in December 
we are promised an increase by Everybody's and 
Delineator. 


January, 1919, will see Nation go to $5.00, Good 
Housekeeping to $2.00; and so, probably, the process 
will continue month by month as the price of paper, 
printing, and labor goes up. Will they ever come 
down again? Perhaps, though very slowly. Mean- 
time the post office is preparing to hit them another 
blow, raising the postage next summer another 
quarter-cent. We may have but one kind of meat to 
a meal; ought we to subscribe to more than one 
magazine? 

Illinois Catholic Historical Review. A notable 
addition to the state historical periodicals has ap- 
peared under the above title. It is published by the 
Illinois Catholic Historical Society of Chicago. 
Quarterly, $2.00 a year. The first issue, July, 1918, 
contains 143 pages. 

War Libraries. The children of the A. L. A. are 
now four, two living in Chicago, one in Washington, 
and the youngest, ‘War Libraries,’’ which was born 
on August 22, 1918, at 124 E. 28th Street, New York 
City. Like its little sister, ‘War Library Bulletin,” 
now a year old, the new baby does not feel at all 
backward at making its wants known. They are:— 
money for books and library service, $3,500,000 and 
as much more as the baby’s lusty crying can induce 
people to contribute. The cause is good, so hurry up 
your contribution, and let the baby quiet down under 
its soothing influence, lest the poor thing get convul- 
sions and die. The infant is not a weekly youngster, 
though it may become so unless food needed (money 
for books) is forthcoming quickly. 

The Historical Outlook, a journal for readers, 
students, and teachers of history; — thus disguised 
comes our old friend The History Teacher’s Maga- 
zine for October, 1918. Right in the middle a a 
volume, too, the new name starts — quite up-to-date, 
you know, in these can’t-wait-a-minute times. We 
think the new name an improvement, and the size 
remains the same so one can bind up the volume. 

McClure’s Magazine. Vol. 49 was complete as 
usual in six issues, covering May to October, 1917, 
but after volume 50 had run two months (November 
and December, 1917) the publisher issued a title and 
index to volumes 49 and 50 combined, covering May 
to December, 1917, inclusive. As this rather high- 
handed proceeding was not discovered until most of us 
had bound up wi 49, several sections of the air 
turned blue in different parts of the country because 
November and December were left like orphans to 
the mercy of a cold world. The publishers write us 
that, ‘‘another index to volume 50 will be issued 
a January to December, 1918.’ [Italics are 
ours. 

Everybody's Magazine has thought of a new way to 
mix up things. A title-page and index has been made 
to cover November and December, 1917, and the 
first six months of 1918. This allows the two 4 1 
size issues of 1917 to be bound with volume 38, 
January to June, 1918—a very proper proceeding 
and one we urged them to adopt. The curious turn 
affairs have taken isthis—the November and Decem- 
ber, 1917, numbers (which were volume 37, numbers 
5 and 6) are christened ‘“‘Volume XXXVII B” on 
this new title-page. Why coin a new title, when 
“volume 37, numbers 5-6,‘ would have been much 
more clear and also truthful!

HOUSE ORGANS IN THE APPLIED SCIENCE DEPARTMENT, SAINT LOUIS 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 


House organs have been obtained chiefly 
through solicitation from the manufacturer 
or commercial house, although occasionally 
they have come as donations from a library 
patron who is publishing a journal for his 
business and has observed the collection in 
the library. Their chief use has been among 
advertising men, commercial artists, and 
editors of similar publications in search of 
ideas for their own papers. The editor of 
Wizard uses the collection regularly several 
times a month, examining each new issue of 
certain papers that he finds interesting. 
Commercial artists find the illustrations in 
house organs, many of them clear and attrac- 
tive, very useful. Thus, illustrations from 
Sinclair’s Magazine have been used for 
pictures of gushing oil wells, and views of 
shop interiors, called for in one instance, 
were supplied from the publication of a shoe- 
manufacturing concern. 

A variety of subjects is covered in house 
organs. Such periodicals as Mineral Foot 
Notes, The Travelers’ Standard, Electrical 
Mining, Mine and Quarry, and Locomotive 
(The Hartford Boiler Co.) could practically 
be placed among technical journals, from 


the character of the included material. 
Articles in such publications which are of 
unusual interest, or upon subjects rarely 
written about, are entered upon subject- 
index cards in the catalogue of the depart- 
ment. 

In some instances, back files of house 
organs are clipped, the articles to be used in 
reference work and the illustrations or cover 
designs sent to the Art Department for use 
there. 

As an experiment, some clippings from 
house organs were placed in binders, to be 
issued as books, but this has not been done 
to any great extent, nor has it been found 
that the clippings so mounted were used. 


In the following list, the subject-headings 
relate to included material, without regard 
to source or title. Thus, if the contents of a 
publication of a pump manufactory relate 
wholly to the activities of the workmen, it 
is entered under ‘““Employees’ welfare” and 
not under ‘‘Pumps.”’ But any proportion of 
material on pumps would ensure its entry 
under that head. Nearly all house organs 
contain employees’ material to some extent.
